PROCEEDINGS 'OF  THE  MARCH  TOWN  MEETING 
FOR  1919. 

At  a  legal  Town  Meeting  duly  warned  and  holden  at  the 
Town  hall,  Kingston,  N.  H.,  county  of  Rockingham,  on  Tues- 
day, the  eleventh  day  of  March,  1919,  the  checklist  having 
been  duly  sworn  to  by  the  supervisors,  the  moderator,  Mr. 
Perrin  W.  Nichols,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  9.22  a.  m., 
read  the  warrant  and  after  the  prayer  by  Rev.  Frank  W. 
Whippen,  proceeded  to  ballot  for  the  town  officers. 

The  moderator  was  instructed  from  the  floor  to  cast  one 
ballot  for  Albert  E.  Nichols  for  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
Albert  E.  Nichols  was  declared  elected  by  the  moderator,  and 
took  the  oath  of  office  as  prescribed  by  law. 

Proceeded  to  ballot  for  third  selectman : 
Whole  numher  of  ballots  given  in  was 50 

George  B.  Stevens  had 50  votes 

and  was  declared  elected  for  the  ensuing  year  by  the  moder- 
ator. 

Proceeded  to  ballot  for  second  selectman : 
Whole  number  of  votes  given  in  was 47 

Samuel  F.  Burnham  had 47'  votes 

and  was  declared  elected  for  the  ensuing  year  by  the  mod- 
erator. 

Proceeded  to  ballot  for  third  selectman: 
Whole  number  of  ballots  given  in  was 62 

Eugene  N.  Nason  had    62  votes 

and  was  declared  elected  for  the  ensuing  year  by  the  mod- 
erator. 

(The  selectmen  all  take  the  oath  of  office,  as  prescribed  by 
law.)

The  clerk  was  instructed  from  the  floor  to  cast  one  vote  for 
Louis  C.  Smith  for  highway  agent  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
Louis  0.  Smith  was  declared  elected  by  the  moderator. 
District  No.  2  (Plains  District). 

The  clerk  was  instructed  from  the  floor  to  cast  one  vote 
for  James  A.  Lyford  for  highway  agent  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  James  A.  Lyford  was  declared  elected  by  the  moderator. 
District  No,  3  (West  and  South  parts  of  Town) . 

Whole  number  of  votes  given  in  was 85 

Necessary  for  a  choice    43 

Poland  W.  Cheney  had 34  votes 

Walter  S.  Bartlett  had  51  votes 

and  was  declared  elected  for  the  ensuing  year  by  the  mod- 
erator. 

(Trustee  of  the  Public  Trust  Funds.) 

The  clerk  was  instructed  from  the  floor  to  cast  one  ballot 
for  Albert  F.  Nason  to  serve  as  trustee  of  the  Public  Trust 
Funds  for  the  ensuing  three  years,  and  Albert  F.  Nason  was 
declared  elected  by  the  moderator. 


(Library  Trustee.) 

The  clerk  was  instructed  from  the  floor  to  cast  one  ballot 
for  Henry  L.  Sweeny  to  serve  as  library  trustee  for  the  ensu- 
ing three  years,  and  Henry  L.  Sweeny  was  declared  elected 
by  the  moderator. 

Kemaining  Town  Officers. 

Upon  motion,  which  was  duly  carried,  the  moderator  was 
instructed  to  appoint  a  committee,  one  from  each  highway 
district,  said  committee  to  retire  and  nominate  candidates 
for  the  remaining  town  offices. 

The  chair  appoints  Louis  0.  Smith,  James  A.  Lyford  and 
Herbert  A.  Lang. 

It  was  voted  to  lay  Article  I  on  the  table  and  take  up  Arti- 
cle II   (Town  Charges). 

It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  usm  of  $1,950: 
•said  amount  to  include  what  repairs  may  be  necessary  upon 
the  library;  also  the  painting  and  shingling  of  the  Town  hall. 
On  the  shingling  of  the  hall,  the  roof  is  to  be  patched  and 
only  newly  shingled  where  necessary,  probably  only  the  south 
side  of  roof.  The  amount  of  $50  was  considered  ample  to 
cover  repairs  on  the  library  and  $100  on  the  hall. 

Voted  to  return  to  Article  I  and  hear  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee which  was  appointed  to  nominate  candidates  for  the 
remaining  town  offices  not  elected  by  ballot.

(George  Butler  takes  the  oath  of  office  as  police  officer.) 

The  highway  agents,  collector  of  taxes,  trustee  of  the  pub- 
lice  trust  funds,  treasurer,  all  take  the  oath  of  office  as  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

Voted  to  take  up  Article  III  (Trunk  Line  Highway). 


Upon  a  motion,  which  was  presented  by  Judge  L.  Gr.  Hoyt, 
it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $945  for  the 
construction  of  the  Kaymond-Plaistow  trunk  line  highway  in 
Kingston,  to  he  used  with  the  trunk  line  highway  money 
left  over  last  year  and  now  in  the  town  treasury,  in  order  to 
secure  state  and  federal  aid  toward  the  completion  of  said 
highway,  the  same  to  be  built  this  spring  if  the  state  and  fed- 
eral money  shall  be  then  available  and  the  selectmen  are  au- 
thorized to  borrow  said  $945  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Pass  to  Article  IY  (State  Highway  Maintenance). 

Upon  motion  presented  by  Judge  Hoyt,  it  was  voted  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $475  for  the  state  highway 
maintenance,  to  be  expended  with  a  similar  sum  contributed 
by  the  state,  the  work  to  be  done  in  the  spring,  if  state  funds 
are  then  available,  and  the  selectmen  are  authorized  to  bor- 
row said  sum  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

At  12  o'clock  (noon)  voted  to  take  a  recess  until  12.45 
p.  m. 

Meeting  called  to  order  at  1  o'clock. 

Voted  to  take  up  Article  V  (Highway  at  Silver  Lake). 

It  was  voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  action  on  this  article. 

Pass  to  Article  VI  (Grading  Main  Street). 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $250  to  grade 
Main  street  from  the  store  of  Bakie  Bros,  to  that  of  Walter 
E.  Webster,  the  same  to  be  done  in  the  spring  or  summer,  and 
the  selectmen  are  authorized  to  borrow  said  sum  in  anticipa- 
tion of  taxes. 

Pass   to   Article   VII.      (Highway   from    So.    Kingston   to 

Plaistow). 

Upon  motion  also  presented  by  Judge  Hoyt,  itwas  voted  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500'  for  construction  work 
on  the  highway  from  So.  Kingston  to  Plaistow,  beginning  at 
the  Plaistow  town  line,  and  that  the  same  be  expended  in  the 
spring  under  the  direction  of  Walter  S.  Bartlett  as  agent  of 
the  town,  and  the  selectmen  are  authorized  to  borrow  said 
sum  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 
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Pass  to  Article  VIII.  (Eepair  of  highway  at  Newton  Junc- 
tion). 

Upon  motion  presented  by  Judge  Hoyt,  it  was  voted  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200  for  the  repair  of  the 
highway  at  Newton  Junction  from  the  Kingston  line  to  So. 
Kingston  and  that  the  same  be  expended  in  the  spring  and 
under  the  direction  of  Walter  S.  Bartlett,  as  agent  of  the 
town,  and  the  selectmen  are  authorized  to  borrow  said  sum  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

Pass  to  Article  IX.     (Eepair  of  John  Jones'  road). 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $150  for  the  re- 
pair of  the  John  Jones  road  (so  called)  which  leads  from  So. 
Kingston  to  Danville. 

P'ass  to  Article  X.    ('Street  lighting). 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $769.92  for  street 
lighting  for  the  ensuing  year,  as  per  contract. 

Pass  to  Article  XL    (Band  Concerts). 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100  for  a  series 
concerts  to  be  given  by  the  Kingston  Cornet  Band  on  the 
common  this  summer. 

Pass  to  Article  XII.     (Memorial  Day). 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100  for  the  ob- 
servance of  Memorial  Day,  said  sum  to  be  expended  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Charles  E.  Bobinson  and  the  Veteran 
Association. 

Pass  to  Article  XIII.     (Public  library). 

Motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50  for  repairs 
on  the  library  was  withdrawn  as  that  item  was  included  in  the 
appropriation  of  $1950  for  current  expenses. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100  for  support 
of  the  library  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Pass  to  Article  XIV.     (Laying  out  the  new  cemetery). 

Upon  motion  of  Judge  L.  G.  Ho}^-  it  was  voted  that  Levi  S. 
Bartlett,  George  M.  Bakie  and  Frank  W.  Whippen  be  a  com- 
mittee to  lay  out  the  new  cemetery  and  that  they  make  a  sur- 
vey and  plan  of  the  same  drawn  to  a  scale,  with  walks  and 
driveways,  the  lots  to  be  designated  by  numbers  and  that  said 
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plan  shall  be  signed  by  them  and  recorded  in  the  Registry  of 
Deeds  office  at  Exeter;  that  said  lots  shall  be  sold  by  the  se- 
lectmen as  called  for  and  designated  by  said  numbers;  full 
size  lots  to  be  sold  for  $25  each  and  smaller  lots  in  proportion. 

Said  plan  shall  contain  no  burial  lot  within  twenty  rods  of 
any  dwelling  house  now  erected,  and  no  burial  shall  be  al- 
lowed in  said  cemetery,  except  upon  the  lots  laid  down  in  said 
plan,  and  such  portion  of  the  lots  laid  out  in  said  plan,  as  said 
committee  shall  determine,  shall  be  staked  by  them  with 
square  oak  pins,  or  stakes,  one  pin  at  each  corner  of  said  lots. 

Said  plan  shall  provide  certain  lots  for  the  burial  of  per- 
sons unable  to  purchase  lots  and  shall  be  in  such  part  of  said 
cemetery  as  the  committee  shall  prescribe. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $150  for  the 
above  purpose.  It  was  also  voted  that  the  committee  be  au- 
thorized to  name  the  cemetery. 

Pass  to  Article  XV, 

Voted  to  couple  Article  XV  (relating  to  a  reception  to  the 
returning  soldier  boys)  and  Article  XVI,  (relating  to  the  cele- 
brating of  the  225th  anniversary  of  the  settlement  of  the 
town)  together. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100  for  the  cele- 
brating of  the  225th  anniversary  of  the  settlement  of  the 
town  on  August  6.  Also,  for  a  reception  to  our  soldiers  from 
overseas.  It  was  also  voted  that  a  committee  f  three  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  selectmen  to  have  charge  of  the  expending  of 
this  sum  and  any  other  money  which  may  be  donated  for  the 
above  purpose. 

Pass  to  Article  XVII.  (Repairing  and  painting  town  build- 
ings). 

Voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  this  article  as  it  is  taken  care 
of  in  the  appropriation  for  current  expenses. 

Pass  to  Article  XVIII.  (Relating  to  the  reimbursing  of 
Mrs.  Ida  Hoyt  for  overtaxation). 

Voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  action  on  this  article. 

Pass  to  Article  XIX.    (General  business), 

It  was  voted  that  the  selectmen  and  treasurer  be  and  they 
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are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  of  money  in  anticipa- 
tion of  the  taxes  to  he  raised,  not  to  exceed  $3000,  if  neces- 
sary, and  give  notes  of  the  town  therefor. 

Voted  that  the  report  of  the  town  officers  he  accepted  and 
adopted  as  audited  but  not  as  printed,  as  there  are  a  number 
of  errors  in  the  printing  of  same. 

Henry  L.  Sweeny  took  the  oath  of  office  as  Library  Trustee, 
as  prescribed  by  law. 

At  3.45  o'clock  P.  M.,  voted  to  adjourn  the  meeting.     •

REPORT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  TO  WHOM  WAS 

INTRUSTED  THE  LAYING  OUT  OF  THE 

NEW  CEMETERY  ON  THE  ROAD  TO 

NORTH  DANVILLE. 

Agreeable  to  the  vote  of  the  town  the  Committee  in  the 
spring  set  about  the  work  intrusted  to  it. 

Owing  to  the  proximity  of  dwelling  houses  it  was  found 
necessary  to  locate  ground  for  burials  nearly  200  feet  back 
from  the  highway. 

After  a  preliminary  survey  and  the  removal  of  a  growth 
of  grey  birches,  the  ground  was  ploughed,  harrowed  and 
seeded. 

The  main  lines  marking  the  ranges  of  lots  were  run  by  a 
professional  surveyor  and  the  lots  themselves  were  marked  out 
by  local  help. 

The  lots  are  laid  out  in  two  double  ranges  with  a  fifteen 
feet  drive-way  between  and  on  either  side.  Most  of  the  lots 
measure  10  by  20  feet.    A  few  are  10  by  10  feet. 

Those  to  the  east  of  the  central  drive-way,  60  in  number, 
have  been  marked  out  with  hard  wood  stakes  at  the  corners. 

A  plan  of  the  Cemetery,  together  with  a  description,  has 
been  filed  with  the  register  of  deeds  at  Exeter. 

The  name  chosen  is  "Greenwood." 

The  rear  of  the  land  purchased  for  Cemetery  purposes  is 
covered  by  a  pine  grove.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  protect 
these  trees  from  gypsy  moth  caterpillars  by  removing  all  other 
growth. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Committee  was 
$150.    The  amount  expended  is  $112." 

The  Committee  also  takes  the  liberty  of  submitting  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations: 

1.  That  the  wooden  stakes  be  replaced  by  substantial 
markers,  the  cost  of  which  for  sixty  lots  would  be  about  $54. 

2.  That  the  birches  on  the  land,  some  day  likely  to  be 
needed  for  burial  purposes,  be  removed  before  they  become 
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larger  and  while  they  can  be  pulled  up,  most  of  them,  roots 
and  all. 

3.  That  the  Cemetery  be  put  in  the  care  of  a  permanent 
committee,  provided  for  perhaps  in  a  way  similar  to  that  of 
the  library  trustees.

REPORT  OP  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 

Agreeable 'to  the  laws  of  1919  the  District  was  joined  with 
Epping,  East  Kingston,  Sandown,  Danville  and  Fremont  in  a 
supervisory  union,  and  Mr.  F.  E.  Pitkin  was  chosen  superin- 
tendent. 

Late  in  the  fall  Frank  Cavaric,  having  moved  to  Newton, 
resigned  from  the  hoard  and  Rev.  Frank  W.  Whippen  was  ap- 
pointed to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  At 
a  later  date  Mrs.  Cheney  resigned  and,  the  time  for  regular 
elections  being  so  near,  it  was  decided  to  make  no  appoint- 
ment. 

Under  the  system  of  superintendency  there  have  been  many 
things  for  the  School  Board  to  learn  and  radical  changes  in 
methods  to  become  accustomed  to.  Much  of  the  responsibility 
that  used  to  rest  upon  the  Board  now  falls  upon  the  Superin- 
tendent.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  NICHOLS 
MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

As  the  years  go  by  the  great  'benefits  of  Nichols  Memorial 
Library,  the  gift  of  Mr.  J.  Howard  Nichols  to  the  town,  is 
more  and  more  apparent.  It  furnishes  a  literary  center  where 
all  old  enough  to  read  can  come  and  enjoy  its  treasures.  Here 
all  the  people  have  access  to  all  the  leading  magazines  of  the 
day,  that  particular  form  of  literature  which  keeps  one  in- 
formed on  current  events.  On  the  shelves  are  about  six  thou- 
sand volumes  so  chosen  that  they  cover  about  every  phase  of 
life  and  literature.  The  newest  publications  are  constantly 
being  added  to  the  collection  so  it  shall  be  up  to  date.  Few 
towns  the  size  of  Kingston  have  like  advantages  in  the  way 
of  a  public  library.  But  a  library  is  useful  to  the  individual 
and  to  the  community  only  as  it  is  used.  It  is  very  gratifying 
to  note  that  our  library  is  being  used  more  and  more.  The 
present  generation  of  young  men  and  women  acquire  some 
taste  for  literature  and  a  love  for  reading  in  the  schools  and 
the  library  gives  them  the  opportunity  to  gratify  this  taste. 

The  trustees  are  very  anxious  that  the  books  of  the  library 
shall  meet  the  needs  of  all  the  citizens  of  the  town.  To  this 
end  they  earnestly  request  the  citizens  from  time  to  time  to 
hand  in  to  the  librarian  lists  of  books  which  they  wish  to  be 
added  to  the  library.  In  this  way  only  can  the  needs  and 
wishes  of  the  citizens  be  known  to  the  trustees. 

Although  the  price  of  books  has  advanced  slightly,  yet  we 
think  that  the  usual  appropriation  of  $100  will  be  sufficient 
for  the  coming  year.

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HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 

During  the  first  part  of  the  year  there  was  some  influenza, 
the  diminishing  end  of  the  epidemic  of  a  year  ago.  This 
winter  there  have  heen  a  few  light  cases,  notably  differing 
from  those  of  a  year  ago  in  that  they  were  unaccompanied  by 
the  fright, and  hysteria  of  that  period. 

This  disease,  influenza,  la  grippe,  or  "flu/'  give  it  any  name 
you  wish,  though  'severe  for  a  short  time  and  very  disagree- 
able, is  in  most  cases  easily  managed  provided  the  patients 
exercise  due^care  and  obey  orders.  Unfortunately  during  the 
last  epidemic  there  was  much  unnecessary  fright  and  hysteria, 
worked  up  largely  by  the  sensation  of  the  newspapers. 

Conditions,  too,  in  many  cases  were  unfavorable  for  treat- 
ment, but  had  the  terror  and  hysteria  been  prevented  or 
abated  the  toll  of  death  would  have  been  lessened. 

One  person  has  died  of  tuberculosis  during  the  year,  one 
household  has  been  stricken  with  scarlet  fever  and  there  have 
been  several  cases  of  mumps  and  whooping-cough. 

On  the  whole  Kingston  has  sustained  its  reputation  of  be- 
ing a  healthful  place  to  live  in.
